paign, which conceived most 
of the Recovery Program, now 
is scattered as widely as the 
ideas which they .sowed.

York, 


only 
occasionally 
comes 
to 


Washington. 
Adolf Eerie, the 


real brains of the organization, 
is busy 
piloting the 
tumultuos 


course of Mayor LaGuardia 
in 


New York, though, he stili has an 
Indirect hand in the New Deal. 
.Charles Taussig holds no official 
position, .spends only one or two 
days each week in Washington. 
Sam Rosenman, Roosevelt's legal 
adviser, has established a lucra- 
tive law practice in New York. 


Of the entire group, only Pro- 


fessor 
Rex Tugwell, Assistant 
secretary of Agriculture, remains. 


Instead of this former organi- 


zatlon, Roosevelt himself has be- 
come his own Brain Trust. No 
longer does a littla band of ser- 
ious thinkers get together and 
work out plans for and with the 
President. Roosevelt now serves 
as the funnel for his own ideas, 
picks them out from 
a 
much 


wider field, correlates and digests 
them himself. 
To a considerable extent this is 


a handicap, because no big execu- 
tive, especially the President of 
the United States, has time to act 
as his own agency. Nevertheless 
Roosevelt 
does. And the men 


whom he calls upon have become, 
in a very different sense, the sub- 
stitutes for the old Brain Trust. 


There is no central organization 


Some of the so-called Brain Trust 
ers do not even know each other 
except by name. 
Many of them 


arc not college professors. 
There 


are a. great number of them. New 
ones go and come every day. An 
attempt to list the most importan 
of them, plus background and idea 
they represent, follows: 


HARRY HOPKINS, Administra

Greenwich Village atmosphere, he 
retains an ingrained streak of prac- 
ticality. He is not only a thinker 
but a doer, and one of the most 
attactive of the Recovery Admin- 
istrators. 


,IIM 
L.ANDIS, 
Federal Trade 


Commissioner, is one of the new- 
est and most up-and-coming of the 
newer men. A product of the Har- 
vard Law School, he once served 
as secretary to the Supreme Court 
sage, Justice Brandeis, got his ap- 
pointment through Felix Frankfur- 
ter, and has been one of the most 
dynamic figures in the New Deal 
ever since. 
Landis 
wrote 
the 


Securities Act and a good part of 
the Stock Market Control Bill. He 
also led the battle against General 
Johnson in order to protect the lit- 
tle fellow under the NRA. A trem- 
endous worker, he sleeps only a 
few hours on an office couch, of- 
ten does not go home for days. 


JEROME FRANK, counsel
